7. Claims 10-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bullinger et al ('484) or Voigtlaender et a! (772) or Ashihara (700) or Schiffmann et al 
C516) or Zimmerman et al ('844). 

The claims are considered to be met by Bullinger et al ('484) or Voigtlaender et al 
(772) or Ashihara (700) or Schiffmann et al ('516) or Zimmerman et al ('844) which 
show a radar system including, inter alia, at least two sensors arranged in such a way 
so that a detection range exists at one distance and having an overlapping detection 
range at another distance. The remaining claims are considered to be either shown by 
the references or are considered to be well known technical variations in the art.
